Students especially encounter stress but not everyone 


knows how to manage it 


The CSUS Health Center offers a counseling program 
and workshops for students suffering from stress. The 
program, avatiabie since 1980, has a professional staff of 


eight and one specialist 


According to health center psychologist Paul Turner, 
students most often experience cumulative stress and 
performance anxiety. Students may “feel as if they're a 
little bit too far behind or they worry about exams,” he 


said 


Students often think they don’t have enough time to do 
everything they have to do. “A lot of umes it just involves 
prioritizing their daily schedule,” he said, “causing them to 
focus on anxieties rather than priorities.” 

Stress management workshops show students how to 
pnoriuze their time to reduce stress, and to identify its 


cause 


Too much stress can have a negative affect on learning 
capacity. “If you're anxious, you tend not to function as 
well as if you're relaxed,” Turner said. “This is most often 
realized in any type of situation that requires you to work 


at vour maximum capacity.” 


Instructors can be a source of stress, according to

CSUS Debate Team 
Beats The ‘Biggies’

Competition against the Univer- 
sity of California and Stanford may 
be decades away for CSUS sports 
teams. But the CSUS debate team is 
now competing against such presti- 
gious universities, and winning 

“At the same time that our sports 
teams have generated much hoopla 
over upgrading their program within 
Division II, our debate team has been 
slugging it out with big reputation 
schools from coast to coast,” said 
CSUS debate coach Doug Fraleigh 
“We've beaten Harvard, Dartmouth, 
Georgetown, Northwestern, Stan- 
ford, UCLA and USC 

“The CSUS debate team is really 
outstanding this semester. There are 
probably no other two debators in 
Northern California who have 
reached the semi-finals so often 
during the first two tournaments of 
the year as Rob Stackman and Mark 
Jones have,” said Fraleigh. The 
two-man team of Stackman and 
Jones, competing in the open div- 
ision, lead the CSUS debators in 
intercollegiate competition. 

The debate team is better than 
most teams at recognizing what the 
judges expect and giving it to them, 
according to Fraleigh. Members of 
the team research their topic, prepare 
their argument and do the actual 


debating. 

The fact that the debate team 
knows how to beat the other teams, 
even though they may or may not 
have equal or more evidence, they 
sull find some way to pull ahead. This 
is Our strongest point,” said the coach. 
The CSUS squad is ranked 17 out of 
300 collegiate teams nationwide. 

According to Fraleigh, it 1s impor- 
tant to have two good two-person 
teams. Stackman and Jones have 
placed highest for CSUS so far, but 
Jim Young and Jay Espey deserve 
some recognition because of their 
tremendous improvement, the coach 
said 

Fraleigh would like his team to 
keep improving upon its courtesy 
toward opponents and judges. He said 
judges at the debates get disturbed if 
there is rudeness between the de- 
bators. 

Stackman and Jones won five out 
of their first six debates at the Hum- 
boldt State tournament on Oct. 
12-13. 

They will debate the topic, “Re- 
solved, that the method of conducting 
presidentia! elections in the United 
States is detrimental to democracy,” 
throughout the semester. 

“When a team makes it into the 
semi-finals or finals, that’s when good 
coaching comes in. Fraleigh tells us

Professor Speaks On Popp Show

Few people know his new hiding 
place 

It used to be the CSUS Library 
There he would escape the rush and 
intensity of teaching, counseling 
students and assisting state senate 
fellows and government interns on 
Tuesday and Thursday afternoons 

But recently he’s been escaping 
elsewhere. Either by fate or coinci- 
dence, CSUS government Professor 
John Syer’s modus operandi has been 
disrupted because he has become a 
public figure, and in the eyes of his 
students, a celebrity 

Syer was heard regularly on radio 
station KFBK’'s ‘The Mary Jane 
Popp Show” during the home stretch 
of the 1984 presidential campaign 
and general election. Together with 
political activists Clyde Kuhn of the 
Center for California Studies and 
goverment major James Goldstene, 
president of the Association for 
Political Studies (APS), Syer contrib- 
uted his knowledge and observations 
of the polls, the voting process, and 
presidential campaigning and debates 
in discussions with Popp on the air 
with callers from the Sacramento 
area. 

“Mary Jane wants controversy,” 
Syer said. “That's why her show is 
never boring. She gets diverse people 
on her show.” When Syer was con- 


tacted regarding the possibility of 
publicizing an elections course out of 
the center, he said, “I thought it would 
be great. As it turned out, we were 
good for her show and she (Popp) 
was good for us.” 

“I'm kind of embarrassed to air 
my personal views, so we let the 
callers do that. They argued between 
themselves or commmented on a 
previous caller's statement,” Syer 
said.

The professor also maintained it 
would be “an abuse of invitation” to 
be partisan on the radio broadcast. 

Working on building bridges 
between the Capitol and the capital 
campus, Syer and Kuhn operate out 
of the Center for California Studies to 
assist government Chair Elizabeth 
Moulds and Professor Jean Torcom 
in locating internships and fellow- 
ships for CSU students. This has 
become a major component of Syer’s 
work at CSUS since his permanent 
placement in 1983. 

The six talk shows benefitted the 
Center and APS in publicity only, 


something sorely needed by 
Organizations whose life spans 

five years. Syer would like to establis!

references for specific government 
information 

“The talk shows laid a good 
foundation for CSUS in working with 
the Capitol,” Syer said. “Through ¢! 
shows, it’s easier to accept me not 
an ivory tower figure, but as someon 
who wants to be involved down 
town.” 

Syer came to CSUS from Cal 
Poly, San Luis Obispo because of hi 
interest in state government. He 
spends most of his time helping 
student interns, senate fellows, and 
lobbyists. He sits in on as many 
legislative activities as he can, but 
steers clear of the life of a politician 
altogether 


“Political life isn’t secure. It's 
destructive of family and leaves room 
for little privacy. To support a mort 
gage, spouse and child | need a 
payroll,” he said. 


Syer’s ultimate goal is a monthly 
production of analysis copying the 
format of television station KVIE‘s 
California Week in Review, a show 
recently cancelled.

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Reaction Varies To 
New Football League

It's final. On Uunday, Nov. 18, 
CSUS officially withdrew from the 
Northern Cahiforma Athletic League 
(NCAC) 

While this ch uc way fol 
elected coaches to begin recruiting 
and offering scholarships, it means 
that the winter and spring teams are 
no longer in the NCAC or any other 
league and are ineligible tor league 
competitions 

The NCAC asked CSUS to with- 
draw from the league when the 

sion to offer scholarships was 
made last spring 

The NCAC is a non-scholarship 
league and deemed 1t unfair for CSUS 
to remain in the league if it was to 
offer scholarships, because CSUS 
would have an unfair advantage for 
recruiting the best athletes 

The sports affected by the with- 
drawal are men’s and women’s bas- 
ketball, swimming, baseball, softball, 
gymnastics and track and field 

The basketball teams will play 
their regular schedules. While they 
cannot receive an automatic berth in 
the regional competition (only league 
champions automatically go to re- 
gionals), they can apply for at-large 
berths, which will be judged on 
overall records and the strength of 
schedules 

Women’s basketball coach Linda 
Hughes said, “I have mixed emotions 
(about leaving the NCAC) but we are 
going to be competing with Division 
II schools who are giving scholar- 
ships. therefore we need to compete 
by giving scholarships. I think it is the 
best decision for a program that takes 
the philosophy to be the best it can 
be.” 


Jeannie Walker, captain of the 
women’s basketball team, said offer- 
ing scholarships will make the pro- 
gram more competitive, but ex- 
pressed concern that there will be 
more pressure on the coaches io have 
winning seasons if they are giving 
scholarships 

“I'm hoping that it doesn’t get too 
politcal and that it won't be forgotten 
that athletes are people who are out 
there to have fun,” Walker said 

Both the baseball and softball 
teams will play their regular schedules 
and they too will be judged on their 
records and strength of schedules to 
determine whether or not they will go 
to the regional playoffs 

According to baseball coach John 
Smith, the baseball team ts in the 
same situauion they have always been 
in except it can't win a utle. He said 
that winning the league champion- 
ship in baseball does not insure a team 
a spot in the regional playoffs. Every 
team in the league is judged by its 
overall record and how tough tts 
playing schedule was to determine 
who goes to the playoffs 

Softball coach E.J. McConkie 
said her team will have to apply for an 
at-large berth for the regional 
playoffs, but added that all of the 
other teams in the NCAC will have to 
do the same. When CSUS withdrew 
from the league, it left the conference 
one team short, so the champion will 
have to apply for an at-large bid 

“I wish the decision to withdraw 
from the league had been made last 
June so that all of the teams would 
have been out of the league this 
season, but you can’t have your cake 
and eat it to,” McConkie said 

Athletic Director Tom Pucci said

Hornets Win Despite Troubles

Although they picked up victones 
in their first two games of the season 
Friday and Saturday evening, it’s 
obvious that the CSUS men’s basket- 
ball team has a long way to go if they 
hope to qualify for post-season play 

Neither of the Hornets’ wins, a 
72-66 decision over Pomona-Pitzer 
Friday and a 72-68 triumph over 
Fresno-Pacific Saturday, could be 
called basketbali masterpieces. It was 
apparent in both contests that the 
team needed more than the six weeks 
of practice time if got to master Coach 
Fred Lewis’ new run-and-press 
game plan 

Poor execution of the fastbreak 
resulted in many of the team’s 50 
turnovers while the team’s press often 
resembled a mess, the players often- 
times seeming confused about their 
roles on the floor 

Fresno-Pacific head coach Mark 
Eversole, whose team lost to the 
Hornets 58-56 last season, was highly 
critical of the team and the program in 
general 

“You have a school with about 
400 students staying with a school of 
about 23,000 students,” Eversole 
said 

Coach Lewis and his players also 
see the problems. “We have to learn 
how to take care of the ball better,” 
Lewis said. “And we're not operating 
Our Zone press well. We havea way lo 
go.” 


The Hornets led Pomona-Pitzer’s 
Sagehens 29-26 at the half but pulled 
away only in the game's final two 
minutes. Jumor guard Bnan Oliver 
sparked CSUS’ victory with 1§ 
points, 11 of them in the second half
